Ottawa, .Ian. fi. — Sir John Bouriuol 
expresses doubt whether the crude plan 
of senate reform suggested by Premier 
Laurier would meet the crucial difficul- 
ties which arise from time to time. In 
a joint silling, party lines would he just 
as closely drawn as now, when the 
houses meet and vote separately. A 
dissolution of the House of Commons 
in a political crisis would meet all con- 
ditions iu Canada. If the verdict wore 
averse to the senate, the upper house 
must recede. Sir John suggested the 
adoption of a feature of the Danish con- 
stitution, where the senute would be 
partly elective, partly nominative. Uni- 
versities, cities and legislatures might 
have the choice of u certain number of 
members of the upper house. 

Toronto, Jan. "..—The Globe, discuss- 
ing editorially Sir Wilfrid Laurier's 
senate reform proposition, snys: "We 
have rend and considered Sir Wilfrid's 
arguments against the abolition of the 
senate, giving them nil due weight, and 
wo must say frankly that our opinion of 
the usefulness of the second chamber 
remains unchanged. Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier draws a, distinction between the 
ease of second chamber in a province 
and the case of a second chamber for 
the Dominion, and we agree with him 
that the useJessness of a second chamber 
for a province has been demonstrated- 



Ontario has not been governed in such 
a way that Quebec need have any fear 
about following its example and abolish- 
ing her upper chamber." 

Montreal, Jan. 5. — The Gazette says: 
' The auggested change in our legislat- 
ive machinery, slight as it may appear 
at first sight, would involve very seri- 
ous consequences. The influence exer- 
cised at bye-elections by the government 
in power, already a dangerous element 
in our politics, would be vastly increased 
if the carrying through or deals over 
the head of the senate were dependent 
upon adding one or two votes to the gov- 
ernment's majority in the Commons. 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier professes to he a 
rreat admirer of the British constitu- 
tion, but this is an innovation without 
precedent. The power to create addi- 
tional members of the upper house, 
which he referred to as a constitutional 
safeguard in the case of the House of 
Lords, exists to a limited extent with 
respect to the senate. This' power has 
not been exercised in either case, be- 
cause each body is sensible enough to 
yield to the popular will when the popu- 
lar will has declared itself." 

The Witness says: "By this means 
the somewhat scandalous and injurious 
practice of the will of a responsible gov- 
ernment and a representative house be- 
ing roughly overridden by an irrespon- 
sible and nominative body would be set 
aside. This reform would necessitate, 
we suppose, nn amendment by the Im- 
perial parliament of the British North 
America net." 

La Minerve says: "The project will 
not pass like a letter through the post; 
we can assure Sir Wilfrid of that. The 
senate holds its rights and prerogatives 
from the constitution, and Sir Wilfrid 
will not change the constitution as easily 
ns he changes his opinion or forgets his 
promises."

Hongkong, Jan. 5.— Reading represen- 
tatives of the Philippine junta in Hong- 
kong in the course of an interview with 
the correspondent of the Associated; 
Press decided that the serious crisis in 
the Philippines is due to what they de- 
signate as the "unfair treatment of the 
Filipinos by the United States." They 
said that despite the known fact that 
the Viscayns group was in possession of-' 
Filipino forces General Otis was ordered 
to take possession of the entire archipel- 
ago and despatched troops and warships 
to southern Viscaya. The Filipinos, ac- 
cording to the junta reports, are deter- 
mined to prevent the landing of the Am- 
ericans at Iloilo and may us a hist ic- 
sort destroy the city for strategical pur- 
poses. The junta insist that a rupture 
of the relations now existing between 
the "Filipino national government and. 
the American executive - ' is imminent,, 
and that hostilities are probable unless, 
what they ehamcterfse as the "unreas- 
onable, unfair and overbearing pulicy of 
the Americans" is moderated. They say 
the Filipinos would deeply regret such 
| a rupture but would accept it if inevit- 
able. 

Madrid, .Tan. .".—The following official 
despatch has been received from Manila:' 
'"The insurgents refuse to liberate the 
prisoners on the demand of the Ameri- 
cans, claiming that this might be con- 
sidered as "an act of submission to the- 
United States." With regard to liber- 
ating the monks, the insurgents intend to- 
negotiate with the Vatican directly. Gen. 
Rios has now opened direct negotiations 
with the insurgents concerning the pris. 
oners." 

Madrid, .Tnn. 5.— The newspaper's hen- 
continue to charge the Americans in the 
Philippine islands with all kinds of mon- 
strosities.

RUSSIA'S AID TO FRANCE. 

It Will Not Be Exerted for Purpose or 
Revenge on European Neighbors. 

London, Jan. n.— The Paris corres- 
pondent of the 'limes, M. do Blowifz, 
reviewing affairs in France and in the' 
sphere of French influence during the 
last year, gives . curious and interesting' 
details as to the Franco-Russian treaty 
negotiations at St. Petersburg. lie says: 

" The first article of the draft treuty 
dcclnred that it had not for its object, 
any modification of the European terri- 
torial status quo. M. Hanotnux re- 
fused to countersign such a treaty, ex- 
claiming, 'Why, it's' a repetition' of the- 
Frankfort treaty.' Count Muraviefi' 
responded. ' Yon will never induce the 
Czar to sign a revenge treaty. ' Neither 
M. HlinotatlX nor Count Muravieh" 
would yield. Tile problem seemed in- 
soluble, when Count Muraviefi' had a 
conference with President Enure, wIiik 
yielded, admitting that it was undesir- 
able to have such nn article, but that, 
on the other hand, it would be impossi- 
ble for him to return to France without 
a treaty. Count Muraviefi' declared 
that Emperor Nicholas would not. hesi- 
tate to tight for France if she were un- 
justly attacked by anybody, but would 
hoi intervene in a mere war of revenge." 
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The Kronen minister of agriculture lias 
sent two commissioners to this country 
to study the American mnehlnery and tools 
used lu the manufacture of flour.

It is not what I can that 1 
am doing, lint what I must. Concen- 
tration has been the motto of my life, 
and 1 cannot scatter my shot. 1'ou 
must, therefore, excuse your friend ut 
present. Do not make the mistake of 
believing (hat the American people are 
in favor of n departure from the policy 
•if their fathers. A plebiscite to-day 
would drown the imperialists. Every 
labor organization meeting speaks prac- 
tically unanimously against the imper- 
ialist policy. The farming interests are 
becoming alarmed, ami even if we ratify 
the treaty with Spain and hold the Phil- 
ippines, it will only be until the day of 
reckoning comes. Then the world will 
have another proof that the voice of the 
people is the voice of God. 1 have not 
lost faith in the American people, and I 
am still yonrs for "triumphant demo- 
cracy." 

Senator Redfield Proctor, of Vermont, 
who also coincides with Mr. Stead's 
views, says: "Aside from the interest 
of humanity which should appeal to all 
nations, the request from Russia — such 
a friend in our darkest days of civil war 
— should appeal to us with especial 
.force." 

BANNBRMAN FOR LEADER.

London,— Jan. 5— Sir Charles Dilkc, 
radical, in the course of a speech to his 
constituents in Forest of Dean, express- 
ed the opinion that the Liberal member 
of the House of Commons would choose 
as their leader in succession of Sir Wm, 
Vernon Harcourt, the Right Hon. Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannermau, former sec- 
retary for Ireland and former secretary 
of of state for war. 



RUSSIA IX CHINA. 

If Her Operations Are to Cause War It 
Would Be Better Is'ow Than 
Later. 

London, .Tan. The Shanghai corres- 
pondent of the Daily Mail says: "Ac- 
cording to Chinese reports a secret 
treaty exists between Great Britain and 
the United States to prevent any further 
alienation of Chinese territory." 

The Daily Chronicle this morning 
quotes the opinion of an American now 
in China who has recently toured in Si- 
beria, Mongolia and Manchuria. He is 
represented as saying: "The United 
States has nothing to fear from Russia, 
and nothing to gain by helping England. 
As soon as Russia's railway schemes are 
completed they will Russianize and de- 
velop a country whose mineral wealth is 
unlimited. England's only hope is to 
organize the Chinese into a large army 
to oppose Russia. This may mean war. 
but better war now than fifty years 
hence when Russia will have consoli- 
dated her power." 

Berlin, .Ian. 4. — The Lokal Anzoiger 
says that the Russian representative at 
Pekin has been ordered to support 
French interests in China "as energet- 
ically as though they were Russian." 



FRENCH SHORE RIGHTS. 

Government Would Gladly Take Mom 
Compensation for Them. 

London, Tan. 5. — The . Paris, corre 
pondent of the Daily News says: " 
believe the suggestions that Franco 
would accept compensation for French 
shore rights in Newfoundland are really 
prompted by the French government 
There is a manifest wish to be done with 
the vexations and perils Of "this que 
lion.

The doctors give 
heart disease ,is the cause, and her 
friends say that .Mrs. Bloomfield died of 
a broken heart, due to grief over the 
death of Mr. Keely. Mr. Harry Ham. 
the well-known scientist and writer and 
her literary executor, says: 

" I knew that if Mr. Keely died she 
would not live lung. Her whole life 
was centred in bis work, to the. exclu- 
sion of all other interests and hopes. 
She had the most profound and touching 
faith that neither Mr. Keely nor herself 
could die until the invention had suc- 
ceeded. After receiving the cable an- 
nouncing Mr. Kccly's death, she began 
to sink rapidly. Her ailments were 
mental and physical." 

When Mrs. Blooiufiold-Moorc came to 
London she was presented at court and 
figured in fashionable society. In later 
years her whole lime was devoted to 
endeavoring In interesi intluentiul peo- 
ple, especially scientists, in Mr. Keely 
and bis motor. While she made few 
converts here, her faith and enthusiasm 
won many friends. She was considered 
to have a remarkable amount of .scien- 
tific information for a woman,' as evi- 
denced by her book on Mr. Kccly's pro- 
jects, written five years ago. Mrs. 
Moore corresponded with hundreds of 
scientists in all parts of the world, anil 
ained a reputation with the public for 
eccentricity. She would give shares of 
tock to someone who bad done her a 
ervice. saying: "This has no market 
value at present, hut some time it will 
be worth thousands." 

Of late years she had been worried by 
money matters. Her income decreased, 
and she became very bitter against the 
trustees of the estate from which it was 
derived, accusing- them of trying to de- 
fraud her. She recently asked Mr. 
Dam to go to the United States and to 
write from Mr. Kccly's lips the story of 
his life work, and she offered to pay Mr. 
Maxim's expenses if he would go to 
America, consult Mr. Keely. nnd be- 
come the custodian of the hitter's secret. 
She leaves immense files of writings con 
corning the motor, including a bunched 
letters to herself from Mr. Keely.

Cairo, Jan. 5.— Viscount Cromer, Brit- 
ish diplomatic agent in Egypt, and Gen- 
eral Lord Kitchener, the Sirdar, have 
held a reception of Soudanese Sikhs and 
notables at the Sirdar's bouse at Om- 
dutiunn. 

Lord Cromer, in the course of a long 
address to the sheikhs, pointed to the 
British and Egyptian flags floating to- 
gether near by and said: " For the fu- 
ture you will be governed by the Queen 
and (he Khedive. The sole representa- 
tive in the Soudan of the two govern- 
ments will be the Sirdar, in whom both 
the Queen and Khedive have the fullest 
confidence. No attempt will be made 
to govern the country from Cairo, still 
less from London." 

Then announcing that they must look 
to the Sird aclnoarshrdlu hrdlu mfwww 
to the Sirdar alone for government, 
Lord Cromer promised them perfect re- 
ligious freedom, and in reply to a 
sheikh's question, assured them that the 
Musi, -hi sacred low would be applied, 
lie also declared that taxation would be 
" moderate and just." 

London, Jan. (!. — The Times, comment- 
ing editorially this morning mi Lord 
Cromer's declaration to the Soudanese 
sheikhs at Omdurinan, says: " They 
constitute the plainest assertion 
British sovereignly in tin- Soudan 
made." 

The Daily Chronicle says: "The speech 
means a protectorate, and will be so in- 
terpreted on the Continent." 

The Standard says: " Offence will 
perhaps be- taken at the conspicuous 
omission of the Sultan's name;' but it 
would be sheer perversity In complicate 
mutters by a formal recognition of an 
influence which has forever ceased to 
have any validity in fact or mural 
light." 



BONAP ARTIST PLANS. 

Prince Victor Napoleon Fully Resolved 
to Execute a Coup. 

Paris, Jan. 5.— The Matin this morning 
publishes an interview with a prominent 
Bonapartist. purporting to give the gist 
of Prince Victor Napoleon's statement 
to his committee the other day at Brus- 
sels. This represents him as preparing 
assiduously for a coup, which he is 
fully resolved to execute. Prince Vic- 
tor, however, is hostile to all useless 
manifestations. His brother. Prince 
Louis Napoleon, will hi' found beside 
him "on the day of action." They are 
"closely united in warm and sincere af- 
fection."

The 
Maine delegation as one man has been 
backing the Governor up, upholding his 
hands, making him strong, and making 
it seem to t he - Canadian commissioners 
that he has the support not only of the 
Maine delegation but congress." 

DREYFUS! SLIM CHANCE. 

Further Reduced by Attendance of 
General Ollanoine on the Court. 

Paris, Jan. -1. — The anti-Dreyfus par- 
tisans claim a great victory lias been 
scored by their side in the presence of 
General Chanoine, the former minister 
of war. in the court, of cassation during 
the examination of the secret dossier. 
This, they say, virtually makes the army 
i part of the court and is a further check 
in revision. ., 

Paris, Jan. 4.— Major Count. Ferdinand 
Esterhazy. now known to be the author 
f the Dreyfus bordereau, has been sum- 
moned to appear before the court of cas- 
sation on January .12. It is understood 
(hat a formal undertaking has been giv- 
en that he will be free from arrest com 
ing and going. It. is expected the Drey- 
fus depositions will be received on Sat- 
urday from Cayenne and the court will 
then decide whether bis presence is ne- 
cessary in Paris. It is believed that the 
whole examination will be conducted by 
telegraph at an enormous expense In or- 
der to avoid manifestations here. 

Paris, Jan. 4.— The recently formed 
league known as La Patrie Francaise, 
whose avowed object was to "knit intel- 
lectual France into a union for counter- 
acting the Dreyfus agitation," seems 
still born, owing to the incompatibility of 
M. Brunelier Coppe and Maurice Bur- 
ros, and the dissensions among the au- 
thors, professors nnd scientists who have 
signed the membership list.

Vienna, Jan. L — In consequence of I ho 
substitution oiigoverument by decree in 
Hungary for a fconstitiitiomil government 
which is due to the expiration of the 
agreement between Hungary and Aus- 
tria, recruiting for the army ceases, as 
do also the collection o f taxes and prose- 
cutions for non-pavmeut thereof. This 
has Jed to a remarUaol'! exhibition of pat- 
riotism on the part nf numerous Slip- 
porters of the g e/ei'iiiiiont who in many 
places crowded the tax offices and volun- 
tarily paid in advance a year's ta>es.

Victorians are being treated to a taste 
of weather that makes the Eastern Canuck 
think of his boyhood days away buck In 
the older provinces, where snow Is the re- 
cognized material for street paving at this 
time of the year. 

Out here In British Columbia, however— 
that Is, on the Const— one is not prepared 
for snowdrifts, und yet everybody seems 
to thoroughly enjoy the clean, crisp frosty 
air, and tries to get all the fun possible 
out of It. All kinds of makc-shlfts are re- 
sorted to In the endeavor to turn out a 
sleigh, and It Is amusing to see the va- 
riety and slinpo of some of these. Happy 
the young man who can get a real cutter 
to take his best girl out for a sleigh drive— 
and Just as happy Is the fellow who 
can manage to arrange a couple of dry 
goods boxes on Improvised runners, which 
though not stylish, furnishes lots of fun. 
There were a few cutters in stock In 
town when the snow came, but they sold 
off In a day, and the livery men have fair- 
ly coined money out of the sleighs they 
happened to secure. 

Thcro nre a few really nice sleighs In 
town, bright and glistening in polish und 
varnish, and there lire other kinds, too, with 
no polish. For example, two soap boxes 
on a Klondike handslcigh, with a bewilder- 
ed looking pony scudding along In front 
ready to holt at the Drst chance. Is not 
an Infrequent vehicle. 

Then one can see a splendid pair or 
horses attached to a nondescript kind of 
sleigh, a carriage boj with Hie wheels 
removed and replaced ny a pair of ready 
made rough runners, sawn out of two Inch 
planks; and seated Inside enjoying the 
drive Immensely may be seen the Indies of 
some or the wealthy people of Victoria. 

Butchers, bakers, grocers and milkmen 
have all got their vehicles on runners of 
some kind, most of them decided make- 
shifts; but It is wonderful to see how quick- 
ly people have adapted themselves to (he 
change, and each liny sees quite an addi- 
tion to the number of better looking sleighs 
on the streets. The marked good nature 
of all sleigh drivers In assisting the 
youngsters to "steal a ride" is particularly 
noticeable. 

True, the fine robes and the handsome 
furs of the East are missing, but a good 
old Hudson's Day blanket and a muffler 
round the oars Is about as comfortable— 
and as long as everybody Is in the same 
condition, It Is quite fashionable. 

People, however, are very slow about 
•'leaning their sldewnlks, and some of the 
men •shovelling snow from roofs nre decided- 
ly careless In throwing some down on the 
streets, utterly regardless of the passers 
by. By good luck, more than good manage- 
ment, no mishaps bnve yet occurred from 
1 1lls, but It should he nttented to as 111 the 
East. Where roofs can only be cleaned at 
certain hours, and when snow has to be 
thrown from a bouse top to the street a 
man Is placed on guard tp warn the passers 
by and see that no accident results.

The en- 
dorsement us direct when reference is 
made to the Boundary Creole district, 
the prosperity of which section is attri- 
buted to railway construction now in 
progress, which construction was brought 
about by the policy pursued by the lute 
government, and notwithstanding the de- 
termined opposition of the gentlemen 
who have put into the Licutcnant-C! over- 
:.uor's mouth words of congratulation on 
this score. 

The speech is disappointing because it 
contains no promise of any legislation 
looking to the development or the prov- 
ince. Except the two measures men- 
tioned in the first paragraph of this 
article, the legislation promised is dema- 
gogic in character, and intended simply 
to pave the way to catch votes when the 
inevitable appeal to the people comes. 



PEKNI CIOTJS L 10 G I SLAT ION. 

We print elsewhere in full the most, ex- 
traordinary bill over presented to any 
legislature. The bill is wrongly entitled. 
It should be called "An Act to Secure a 
Majority by Fraud." Two members 
an? interested in it. One of them is 
Mr. Denne, of North Vale, anil I hi' other 
Mr. Prentice, of Bast Lilllooct. Their 
eases are somewhat dissimilar. Mr. 
Deane's election was petitioned against 
am! a recount was demanded. The hear- 
ing of the case was set down for Janu- 
ary 4th, but on tin 1 application of Mr. 
Ocane's counsel, was adjourned. Coun- 
sel for the petitioner strongly protested 
against: the postponement, but. it was 
granted. On top of ibis adjournment, 
which was for only a short time, comes "a 
proposal further to adjourn Ihe case un- 
til at least two weeks after the present 
session of the legislature has boon pro- 
rogued; The validity of Mr. Prentice's 
election depends upon bis qualification us 
a candidate. The adjournment in this 
-case was due to the omission of a witness 
to attend in obedience to a subpoena, 
sand he" did not attend because he wanted 
the government's permission. It was 
postponed for only- a short time. It 
is proposed to further postpone it by act 
of assembly ttiitil two .weeks after the 
session, and to further declare that if 
it shall be ultimately determined that Mr. 
1'ientice is not entitled, to the seat, he 
shall incur no penalty by reason of his 
sitting in the house though disqualified. 

Language fails to express the indigua- 
linn which nil fair-minded, people must 
eel at this gross attempt to secure a 
majority. Temporhrljj! the government 
has' control of 1 ho ■house. If the East 
LillOOCt case bud come on next week, 



when it was set down, and Mr. 
Prentice should be declared in- 
eligible, and if on the recount 
Mr. Martin should be given the seat for 
North Yale, the government majority 
would be gone. The government must 
have contemplated such a result or such 
nn infamous measure would never have 
been introduced. It may be hoping 
against hope, but we have not wholly 
given up the idea that the sense o£ jus- 
tice of a sufficient number of the mem- 
bers of the house will lead them to pre- 
vent the consummation of such an abom- 
inable trick. 

A TOOK WAY TO BEGIN. 

.The request of Col. Baker that the 
discussion of the Lieutenant-Governor's 
speech should stand over until Monday 
will, we think, he regarded as wholly 
reasonable. In the first place it has 
always been the custom of the house to 
so adjourn. Perhaps it. was an unreas- 
onable custom, but no great harm has 
resulted from it, and we do not believe 
any special good will result from a de- 
parture from it on this occasion. The 
ground upon which Col. linker preferred 
his request was that Mr. Turner would 
not arrive in the city until to-night. 
Under ordinary circumstances, this 
would not lie considered as a ground for 
altering the programme, blil the circum- 
stances are not ordinary. They are very 
extraordinary. Mr. Turner, the lender 
of the opposition, has made every effort 
to reach Victoria ill lime for the opening 
of the session, lie was detained by the 
act o£ tlod, as the lawyers put it. heavy 
weather on the Atlantic having delayed 
his steamer. It was certainly only reas- 
onable to ask that he should be allowed 
to be present when the debate upon the 
address begins, and as this would only 
have necessitated an adjournment for a 
day, it is certainly not putting the mat- 
ter any too strongly to say that the re- 
fusal of the Premier to consent to the 
adjournment was not in keeping -with the 
courtesy always extended to him by Mr. 
Turner, when he, Mr. Semi in, was 
lender of the opposition. 

WE DO NOT BELIEVE IT. 

The Toronto World thinks that Can- 
ada is on till- eve of annexation to the 
United States. We do not believe that 
there is the slightest movement ot" pub- 
lic opinion in that direction. We tlo not 
believe that there is a constituency in 
Canada in which a man running an elec- 
tion mi annexation as an issue could 
save his deposit. We do not believe 
there is a constituency in Canada where 
a candidate, who espoused annexation, 
could get a. sutllcieut number of nunies 
on his nomination paper to entitle his 
name to be put upon the ballots. 

If we are right in this, then the views 
of American public men do not amount 
to anything at all. We do not believe 
that the people of the United States 
would countenance a movement for the 
forcible annexation of this country. We 
do not believe that, if they did, the 
movement eOuld succeed. 



THE CITIZENS' MEETING. 

Wednesday night's meeting had a sig- 
nificance which cannot be mistaken. It 
showed that, the citizens are not willing 
to see the laws disregarded and the dis- 
cretion of any officer substituted there- 
fore. We decline to believe that the 
vote, which was so overwhelmingly in 
favor of tile resolution, possesses any 
special significance in connection with 
the impending municipal contest. There 
were persons who voted for that resolu- 
tion who will vote for Mr. Kedfeni. he- 
cause they believe that he will bo obedi- 
ent to the direction of the people, in the 
event of his re-election, 

The meeting will do a great deal of 
good. If will lead to the enforcement of 
the law. If. will not abolish immorality 
from the city, but. it will place it under 
the ban of popular condemnation, as it 
is already under the condemnation of 
the law. This is a great, gain, not that 
public opinion did not always condemn 
it, but because that, opinion lias been 
very slow in making itself beard. It 
was beard on Wednesday night in tones 
that no man can mistake. It is right to 
enforce the law, and if is always safe 
to do right, either as an individual or a 
community. The consequences can lie 
left to take care of themselves without 
nl arm. 



HEAL 10 STATE IN ATLIN. 

A private letter from Atllll says that 
the miners have appointed " Andy the 
Packer" representative of the law. and 
he says that " we can hold the lots we 

have built n| ." Of course-, we all 

know that tin- law of the miners' meet- 
ing does nut hold good against nets of 
the legislature but we think thai tin' 
government would do well to recognize 
as far as can equitably be done, the de- 
cisions arrived at in such" meetings, in the 
absence of any recognized representa- 
tive of the "law. There is something 
in the action of a miners' meeting that 
commends itself to all rigid thinking 
people. There are no more courageous 
and deserving men ill any community 
than th<' pioneers of our mining sections. 
Their life develops a sound sense of jus- 
tice. They usually know better than 
any one else what, they want. They 
are almost always in advance of the 
olUccrs of the government, but they in- 
variably exhibit that, splendid •Anglo- 
Saxon faculty of self-government, which 
lies at the foundation of our institutions. 

The proposition laid down by the 
elected representative of the law in At- 
lin, that every man shall have the right 
to keep a lot, which he has improved, 
will, we believe. conuuciHl itself to the 
very great majority of flic people. It is 
right enough that for the future no one 
should have any preference, but the en- 
terprising miner who has perhaps spent 
every dollar hcjins in prospecting the 
district and in erecting it building, of 
some kind, should not have his ait tie 



property confiscated, as it will be, if the 
plattings already made are to be disre- 
garded, and the fact that a man has 
made improvement!} on a lot gives him 
no preference to it. Wc do not believe 
there would be any serious objection if 
the government should ask the legisla- 
ture for authority to present every man, 
who has built upon property in the Atlili 
district before December 31, 1808, a 
grant of his lot; but if this is thought 
to he too liberal a policy, it is certainly 
not unreasonable to give them a right to 
purchase the lot, in, say, a yeiir's time, 
at a reasonable price. As was stated, 
in the Colonist some time ago, we be- 
lieve that sales by auction after public 
notice afford the most equitable plan for 
disposing of crown lands, except to set- 
tlers for agricultural purposes; but ex- 
ceptional cases call for exceptional treat- 
ment, and no one wfil deny that the 
case of the Atlin pioneers is exceptional. 

MU. SPEAK Kit POKSTEK. 

The Colonist congratulates Mr. Speak- 
er Forster upon Ins election as Speaker, 
The Colonist has not been able to agree 
with him politically, but lias ever recog- 
nized in him a gentleman of ability, a 
good lighter and a courteous opponent. 
His claims for the position were unques- 
tioned and it is with genuine pleasure 
that we chronicle this acknowledgment 
of them. 

Although ever a strong pnitizin, Mr. 
Forster in his new position will un- 
doubtedly strive to display fairness of 
mind and that quasi-judicial attitude, so 
requisite in the occupant of the Speaker's 
i hair. 

Mr. Speaker Forster will his position 
sufficiently onerous, for the government 
has shown from the very outset a dispo- 
sition to ride rough-shod over the rights 
of the minority. It is a part of the 
duties of the Speaker of a British legis- 
lature especially to watch that the mi- 
nority receives justice. He is not the 
servant of the party to which he owes 
his election. The Colonist, believes that 
he will try to do his duty. 



LAURIEIt'S SUGGESTION. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier's suggestion, that 
the American system of passing hills 
over an adverse vote of the senate by 
means of a joint, ballot, of the two 
houses, should lie adopted in Canada, 
docs not commend itself to us. There 
is not much in the argument that it is 
uu-British. Anything is British which 
a British people decide to have. That 
is how the British constitution was 
made. Our objection to the proposition 
is upon principle. It does not harmon- 
ize with our accepted ideas of respon- 
sible government. Hut. some may- say 
there is no other way of getting over 
the vote of a partizan senate. Yes there 
is. The voice of public opinion can 
make itself heard even in the senate, 
and it will he heard if the government 
of the day presents measures that meet 
with popular approval. If the proposal 
were made to abolish the senate alto- 
gether, we do not know that we should 
raise any great objection; but as long as 
that branch of purlin men t is to be re- 
tained, it is in utter defiance of the prin- 
ciple, which alone excuses its existence, 
to permit it to be overruled by a parti- 
zan majority in the Commons. This 
would be tantamount to the abolition of 
the upper chamber, so far as its useful- 
ness is concerned, for its only value con- 
sists in its being an independent factor 
in our system of government, 



For the information of some people, 
who thought a mistake was made at the 
opening of the legislature yesterday, 
when the Lieutenant-Governor came in, 
took his seat, and after an announce- 
ment by the Provincial Secretary, retir- 
ed, it may be well to mention that, this 
course is in pursuance of an old princi- 
ple that, the crown cannot communicate 
with the legislature except through the 
Speaker. The practice where there are 
two branches of the legislature is for the 
representative of the crown to attend in 
the chamber of the upper body and sum- 
mon the lower house to come before him. 
the house is then informed that having 
been called together the representative of 
the crown litis some matters to lay be- 
fore them, but will not do so until they 
have elected a Speaker. The lower house 
then retires and returns after having 
elected that officer. In our legislature, 
as there is only one house, it is neces- 
sary for the Lieutenant-Governor to do 
the retiring. An interesting ceremony 
observed in some legislatures appears to 
have been dropped here. It is in con- 
nection with the election of Speaker. The 
clerk of the bouse stands in his place, 
: i nil the member, who is to nominate the 
Speaker, rises and says "Mr. Clerk." 
The clerk makes no reply, but simply 
points his linger at the member, who 
thereupon makes the nomination, the sec- 
onder being treated in the same way. 
the theory' being that no official of the 
house shall address a member in any 
way.

ACCUSED OP ARSON. 

Elzeard Tetu Arrested On a Charge of 
Burinng His House. 

Klzeard Tetu was arrested yesterday 
morning nn a charge of arson by Sergt. 
Luhgley and Provincial Constable Mur- 
ray. This arrest is made in connection 
with the lire which destroyed Tetu's 
dwelling house on the Fairgiovo estate, 
Cedar J Till road, on November 20 last. 
The building was a two-story frame, 
owned by Tetu, and the place was being 
fixed up for a new tenant the day before 
the lire. The circumstances surrounding 
the destruction of the placp were suspi- 
cious, as Mr. McKeown who happened to 
be driving along the road noticed the 
tire and on investigating detected a 
strong smell of coal oil. Tetu claimed 
that he was ill in his bed in town the 
night of the tire and the provincial police 
have since been quietly looking up the 
case. 

A day or two ago Tetu put in a claim 
for insurance and the provincial police 
thereupon decided to arrest him.

Theory That Here Centres (lie 
Mother Lode of Whole 
■jy Atlin District.; 



Experiences of Early Gold Suckers 
iu These Quickly Famous 
Fields. 



From the Seattle Post-Iuteillgeucer. 

Cold in the Atlin country was only dis- 
covered last August; that is, Its presence 
was then for the first time made known to 
the world, but since then about 7,000 men 
hare visited the region. Dennett, after 
whom Lake Bennett was named by Lieut. 
Fred. Sehwatka. mined on creeks along 
Lake Atlin in the early 'TO's, but for dig- 
gings, the only placer mining then follow- 
ed, was not productive of good results, and 
Bennett went to Cariboo crossing. Fritz 
Miller found gold on Tine creek over a 
year ago, and with his partner mined un- 
til prospectors came across his last sum- 
mer, when he hurried oat to flic his dis- 
covery claim. 

Of all the men who have been la the At- 
lin region since August, probably not more 
than ten or a dozen have studied the geo- 
logical features of the country; Hie great 
majority have simply followed blindly the 
visions of wealth to be secured from the 
b( nehes and creek bottoms. The extent 
of the Atlin country Is not yet known, 
and when the snow leaves the ground In 
the early spring new strikes will undoubt- 
edly he 'reported from every side. The ex- 
tent and value of these new strikes and of 
the country now staked can then be de- 
termined. In Alaska there Is a unanimous 
Impression that the whole country it; rich 
and that gold Is plentiful; next season's 
clean-up will prove the truth or falsity 

of this theory. 

Pine creek holds paramount Interest at 
the present time because It was on this 
creek that the initial strike was reported. 
In the vicinity of Pine creek, twenty miles 
square, the country Is composed of quartz 
and slate gold-bearing rock and the Im- 
pression Is that the mother lode is tills 
whole area, and tunc no portion of it will 
be found to be more valuable than any 
other portion, although some section may 
be easier to mine than others. This the- 
ory was first advanced by Dr. n. R. Itun- 
nallu, now of Skngway, bat well known 
in Washington, and since then his Ideas 
have been generally adopted as gospel. Fol- 
lowing this general theory one's fancy car- 
ries him back to the antediluvian period, 
when there was no Pine creek, no valley 
where Pine creek Hows when the two 
big ridges forming the walls of Pine creek 
were Joined, presenting one great ridge 
0,000 feet high and sixteen miles long. This 
ridge was composed of quartz and slate, 
with gold Intermixed; this mountain was 
the mother lode. A glacier formed on the 
upper end of the ridge at the spot now 
upled by a beautiful body of water re- 
cently named Surprise hike. The glacier 
followed the ridge along Its summits and 
gradually forced and cut Its way towards 
Lake Atlin, slowly hat surely forming a 
path that In time split the great moun- 
tain In twain. A few thousand years— 
perhaps a few hundred thousand years- 
witnessed great changes. Instead of one 
great mountain there were two smaller 
ones, the summit of each ridge having an 
altitude of 2,000 feet. 

FOUND TWO RIDGES. 

When Fritz Miller and his party reached 
that country with their picks and shov- 
els, grubstake and gold puns, they found 
these two ridges with a creek ilowlag be- 
tween them. There was no sign of gla- 
cier; It had long since been erased. Nu- 
merous small creeks led from each of the 
two Inner sides of the ridge, forming a 
watershed that fed Pine creek. At the 
head of the ridge, sixteen miles from Lake 
Atlin, they found the source of Pino 
creek, a beautiful, placid mountain lake, 
which later prospectors called Surprise 
lake, because they were surprised that BUCll 
an Inspiring body of water should bo 
found in such a picturesque spot. 

Miller and his party prospected at a 
bend of Pine creek, eighteen miles from 
Lake Atlin, and finding gold In paying 
quantities, they proceeded to mine, re- 
plenishing their supply of food by Ashing 
or shooting peasants, ducks, geese, cari- 
bou or mountain goals— game abounding 
In great number. They proceeded to en- 
joy their solitude until August hist, when, 
almost without warning, tbey found the 
valley of Pine creek swarming with thous- 
ands of enger, earnest, determined gold- 
seekers. 

Dr. Runnalls was among the first to get 
Into the country when the initial rush com- 



menced, lie walked up Pine creek to Sur- 
prise lake, prospecting the small creeks 
(lowing ut right angles and entering Pine, 
lie crossed the divide, and with hundreds 
of others, explored Spruce creek. Spruce 
creek Hows along the base of the outer 
hide of the right hand ridge, parallel with 
Pine, and mingled Its waters with Pine just 
before Its continence with Lake Atlin. If 
Pine creek contained gold, it was argued 
that Spruce creek would be rich also, and 
in a few days that watercourse was all 
naked. McKco creek, running parallel 
with Pine and Spruce, but ten miles from 
Pine, wns Inter discovered, and that was 
noon staked from mouth to source. All 
uiuef creeks on both sides of the two ridges 
were explored and claims staked out. 
Tin: MOTHER LODE. 

While on this expedition, Dr. Runnalls 
formed the opinion that the whole coun- 
try for twenty miles square— the area oc- 
cupied by the geological mountain— was the 
mother lode. With this Impression strong 
in his mind, he returned to Discovery on 
Pine, where Miller and his partner continu- 
ed at work harder than ever. Miller would 
tell no one how much lie was making or 
what gold he was securing.' A little fur- 
ther up the creek another miner was open- 
ing a new claim, and was reaching bed- 
rock. Dr. Runnalls went there and saw 
the ,1111111 washing to bedrock. The bed- 
rock was composed of quartz and slate, 
and was quite hard. The man drove his 
pick In several times and brought up pieces 
of the virgin rock In Ids pan. The doctor 
examined them. In one piece free gold 
could plainly be detected. It was bright 
and sharp and bore no evidence of bav- 
ins been washed by water or worn by l-Ih- 
cial action. 

It was plain to the doctor that that piece 
of quartz, with gold Imbedded, had not 
been disturbed from the time nature de- 
posited it there until the moment the force 
of the miner's pick dislodged It. That 
piece of gold, previous to the glacier which 
split the mountain, had rested there nn- 
uernenth (1,000 feet of rock and soil. It 
proved that the whole mountain contained 
gold. So convinced was the doctor that bis 
theory was correct that he Immediately 
filed a quartz claim at that point. This 
claim embraces twenty acres and Includes 
Discovery claim and a portion of the town- 
site established there. For a day or two 
considerable concern was occasioned as a 
result, of the doctor's action. It wns soon 
ascertained, however, tliul bis quartz claim 
in no manner interfered with the placer 
holdings. Every man holding placer claims 
owns all the gold to bedrock, but from 
bedrock lo China the ground belongs to 
the holder of the quartz claim. 

The great heart of the mountain Is gone. 
Where, then ,is this dirt, and gold that has 
been worn and washed away by the gla- 
cier and Its streams' of later periods? 
The miners answer this question by Bay- 
ing that it Is at the bottom of Lake At- 
lin. There Is a strong Impression that a 
feasible dredging gold-saving machine can 
make money dredging the bottom of Lake 
Atlin. 

AN OLD MINER'S STATEMENT. 
Of course tills Is nil theoretical. That 
there Is gold on Pine creek and Its tribu- 
taries, on Spruce creek, McKeo creek, and 
a few other streams, Is well known, for 
gold has been taken oat. One old miner 
who washed out .fliOl) In gold on Pine creek 
declares that it will take years to wash 
out tlie Atlin placers, and that when the 
quartz properties will be In active opera- 
tion. 

"The Atlin country will continue a good 
mining camp long after tho present genera- 
tion Is forgotten," said he. 

Wright creek, (lowing Into Surprise lake, 
was discovered quite early In the season, 
and llonanza creek, flowing Into Wright, 
was later found. lioaunzn creek rises in 
die mountain to the right of Surprise hike. 
It Is believed that (Ills Is a portion of the 
same old glacier that wrought, such great 
Changes In the district. Tho mountains 
of Alaska ami Northern Rrltish Columbia 
are still full of glaciers, but this little, half 
dead glacier feeding Bonanza creek may 
have a history that would prove the delight 
of the geologist. Hut glaciers don't talk, 
and so 11k story will not be told. 

The region about Lake Atlin Is beauti- 
fully timbered; the country Is accessible 
nearly everywhere for wagons, even with- 
out: roads. There Is an agreeable absence 
of the tangled wlldwood and underbrush 
characteristic of the woods a thousand 
miles south, and wild hay and luxuriant 
grasses are abundant Some day, when the 
White Pass and Yukon route extends Its 
system through that country, It will be a 
profitable region for the cattleman. 

It Is confidently expected that the rail- 
road will tap that country before another 
year closes. There were thousands of 
acres of wild hay In there last fall, and 
on November 15 last hair a dozen men on 
Pine creek cut several tons of this buy 
for winter feed for their animals. While 
the coast of Alaska Is rugged and harsh 
in lis unfeeling grandeur, the Atlin lake 
region Is warm, sympathetic and Inviting 
by contrast. The winters, of course, are 
cold, but the 300 men now living there In 
cabins say It Is not anything so Kcvere 
as the winters In the Middle slates, while 
the springs, summers and fulls leave noth- 
ing to be desired.

There were but live absentees when 
the members elect of British Columbia's 
eighth parliament assembled to-day 
for the ^ despatch, of business, in response 
to the "formal call oC His Honor the 
Lieutenant-Governor. Of the live, one 
was the former Premier, Mr. .1. II. fur- 
rier, anil two were supporters of the 
policy enunciated by. the government led 
by that gentleman— Mr. Richard Hall, 
liis colleague for Victoria city, and Mr. 
Neilson from East Kootenay. The 
vacant chairs on the treasury side were 
those assigned to Mr. Prentice of Lil 
Jooet, and Mr. Munro of Chilli 
wack, so that— accepting Mr. Henderson 
quest, as a supporter now of Premier 
Semlin' s government— the new adminis- 
tration faced the house with a strength 
of 19 to 14 present on the lloor of the 
chamber, or 20 to 17 with all available 
forces considered and leaving Mr.Speak- 
er Forster out of the question. It must 
not be forgotten in thus regarding the 
composition of the house, however, that 
there are election petitions yet to be do 
oided which may change the aspect of 
the parties— but of this more hereafter- 
The ceremonies of the opening wen 
this year invested witli much less pomp 
ami circumstance than those at the initi 
ation of the last session of the former 
parliament. Indeed the formal tserci 
of yesterday gathered interest chiefly 
from the changed position of the parlies, 
expectancy with regard to the policy to 
be outlined in His Honor's speech, and 
the prospect of keen lights and close 
divisions that are in store. As to the 
function itself— it was rather colorless 
the gray sky and whirling snow without 
limiting the attendance of spectators; 
and tin.- gathering on the floor and in the 
galleries lacking the '.brilliancy of former 
yours while containing numerous repre- 
sentatives of the bench, the bar, the 
clergy, the united service, the learned 
professions, and gentlemen of politics, 
active and retired. 



CHOOSING THE SPEAKER. 

Mr, Thomas Forster of Delta Elected to 
Preside Over the Parliamentary 
Deliberations. 

It was fully a quarter past the hour, 
three o'clock, when His Honor the Lieu 
tenant-Governor, attended by his private 
secretary, Mr. T. It. E. Mclnnes, and 
accompanied by a brilliant staff number- 
ing fifteen naval and military officers 
passed tile saluting guard of honor and 
preceded by Scrgeant-nt-Arms O'Hara 
bearing the mace proceeded to the 
throne. 

There being seated, according to usage 
and custom His Honor was pleased to 
announce that the objects of the session 
would not be eommuunicated to the 
members of the assembly until they had 
first elected a speaker to preside over 
their deliberations. His Honor and the 
staff then retired to permit of the neces 
t-ary selection being made. 

The nomination was tin the hands of 
the member for Hcvclstoke riding of 
West •Kootenay, Mr. J. M. Kellie, who 
proposed for the office the member for 
the Delta, Mr. Thomas Forster, He had 
he said, during eight years past had the 
honor und plensure of being associated 
with the honorable member for Delta in 
parliamentary duties, and from this ex 
perience and his personal knowledge 
could testify to that honorable gentle- 
man's fitness for the honorable and im 
portant otllce. 

Col. James Baiter (East Kootenay), in 
the absence of the leader of the oppo 
sition, gracefully seconded the nomina 
tion. All bad known the honorable 
member for the Delta, be said, during 
many years, and he certainly had been 
proven abb? and consistent in the per 
forniance of bis duties. In the*spcaker'a 
chair Mr. Forster would no doubt be 
eminently capable, while he would, h 
felt sure, display the same courtesy to 
all that he hud on the floor of the house. 
He possessed, too, the necessary firm- 
ness of character for the office, and 
would unquestionably do bis best to tone 
down any bitterness of debate that might 
occasionally arise. •

SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 

Aliens to Be Excluded From the Placers 
—Repeal of the Mortgage Tax 
Proposed. 

The choice of the speaker having 
been announced, His Honor the Lieuten- 
ant-Governor re-entered, und ascending 
the dais delivered the following speech! 
"Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
Legislative Assembly: 

• In meeting yon at the opening of the 
first session of the eighth parliament of 
British Columbia, it is gratifying to me 
to be able to congratulate you on the 
prosperity which has been enjoyed dur- 
ing the past year, and on the bright 
prospects for the one on which we are 
now entering. . . 

"In nearly all the leading industries 
of the province, growth and improved 
conditions are to be observed. The out- 
put of the coal mines largely exceeded 
that of the previous year, and is likely 
to continue to increase. Tin- develop- 
ment of the quartz mines, especially of 
those in Kootenay, has been most satis- 
factorv, while a like activity to that 
which' has occurred there, it seems prob- 
able may soon be witnessed In the 
Boundary Creek district, when, by the 
completion of the railway now in process 
of construction, the immense bodies of 
ore known to exist there can la; profit- 
ably developed. On the west, coasts of 
the Mainland and Island there is also 
every probability of considerable mining 
development -'shortly taking place. 

" There is nUo likely to be a large in- 
crease within the present: year in placer 
und hydraulic mining operations. Ai- 
readv "some large enterprises of tins 
character have been put in sueeessful 
operation in Cariboo, ami. on a smaller 
scale, in the Omineea cliijtrict; .while 
the recent discoveries at AUta lake, i" 



me-northern pftrt of the province, have 
disclosed deposits" Of auriferous 'gravel; 
rich in quality and, spread oyer a. large 
area. lp anticipation of an', intlfix of 
population into .that afegioii, my govern- 
ment has already taken steps for the 
proper administration of the district. In 
order to conserve the .natural wealth iu 
these gold gravels for th'jji benelit of 
Canadian miners and Canadian (traders, 
a bill will be laid before you prohibiting 
the acquisition of placer claims by 
aliens. 

"After some years of depression, the 
outlook for the lumbering industry ap- 
pears more favorable, while the eater- 
prise of those engaged in it has opened 
new and large markets for the products 
of our forests.

Fruser river, 
owing to a combination of adverse cir- 
cumstances; but since our ocean wealth 
is so great, 1 can but hope that our fish- 
eries may, in the ensuing season, prove 
as prolific and profitable to those 
gaged in them us they b 
previous years. 

"It is with pleasure that I can refer 
to the general improvement which has 
taken place in the condition of our agri- 
cultural community. With abundant 
crops and an ever-expanding home mar- 
ket, there is little doubt that in the fu- 
ture agricultural pursuits will contribute 
more largely than heretofore to the 
wealth of the province. 

"A great calamity visited the city of 
New Westminster iu the disastrous con- 
flagration in .September lust. Rut. the 
energies and courage of her citizens rose 
to the emergency, and, encouraged by 
the sympathy and material assistance of 
tin? people of all parts of Canada, they 
put forth such efforts as have already 
caused the city to rise from its ashes. 
You will be asked to puss legislation to 
put the civic finances on such a stable

A Diagram of the Arrangement of Seats 
For Convenient Reference. 

Now that the government, is the oppo- 
sition and the left is the right in the 
house, the plan given below will bo 
found of value in locating the members— 
more particularly as there are many 
new faces among the assembled law- 
makers: 
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you for the remission of Unit part of the 
tax on personal property commonly 
known as the mortgage tux, and for the 
repeal of the law requiring men work- 
ing in mines for wages to hold a free 
miner's certificate. 

" Realizing the advantages to he de- 
rived from an absolute security in the 
titles to land, and from an eusy ami in- 
expensive system of transfers' ol" real 
estate titles, my government will lay 
before you a bill to introduce into ibis 
province what is known as the Torrens 
system of registration, under 'such ar- 
rangements as will make its adoption 
both convenient and advantageous to 
the owners of property. 

" In order to open up the public do- 
main for settlement, while securing to 
the province the full benefit which it 
should derive from such a valuable 
asset, you will be asked to sanction cer- 
tain changes in the Land act. 

" For the better protection of the 
millers in coal mines, a bill will be laid 
be laid before you prohibiting the em- 
ployment underground of Japanese in 
these mines. 

"A bill providing for the inspection of 
stationary boilers will also be intro- 
duced. 

"You will also be asked to consider a 
measure designed to afford to prospect- 
ors (Oi lands within tin- boundaries of 
the grants to railway companies the 
same freedom to prospect for the preci- 
ous metals as is accorded to t hem on 
crown lands. 

Bills will be introduced amending the 
Supreme Court act, the Provincial Elec- 
tions net, and the act regulating the 
issuance of liquor licenses, with the uim 
of bringing legislation regarding these 
matters into harmony with the present 
conditions in the province. 

"My government has given much con- 
sideration to the present financial posi- 
tion of the province, and to the means 
by which important public works can 
be carried out without imposing undue 
burdens on the taxpayers, and you will 
be asked to pass legislation to provide 
for the deficit in the revenue for the lust 
two years, and for obligations incurred 
under the authority of acts aJrcndy on 
the statute books. Also to authorize 
certain changes in the methods of deal- 
ing with the provincial debt and in the 
management of the finances, whereby it 
is anticipated that both the credit of 
the province will be enhanced and im- 
portant economies be effected, 

" The estimates of revenue und expen- 
diture for the ensuing fise'al year will 
shortly be laid before you, und will show 
that they have been framed with a 
view to economy, whilst providing liber- 
ally for the necessary public services, 

" I now leave you to your deliberations, 
believing that, under the direction of a 
Divine Providence, the result of your 
labors will be conducive to the interests 
of the province and the welfare and 
happiness of its people.'' 

FIRST MEASURE. 

A Special Act Introduced to Prevent 
Trial of Pending Election Petitions 
During the Session. 

His Honor having taken leave of the 
assembly, the practical work of the ses- 
sion commenced at 3:45, the house be- 
ing duly opened with prayer by the Lord 
Bishop of Columbia. Formal resolutions 
followed — as to the appointment of 
standing committee, revision and print- 
ing of the votes and proceedings"; pun- 
ishment of bribery anil either corrupt 
practices, etc; 

The Atorney-Gcncrnl then introduced 
the first bill of the session, entitled "An 
Act to Make Provision for the Trial of 
Certain Election Petitions After the 
Session of the House of Assembly,' 1 and 
which in its entirety reads as follows: 

"Whereas election petitions have been 
tiled against the honorable members for 
North Yale and East. Lillooot: Ami 
whereas said election petitions have both 
been set down for trial during Ihe month 
of January, when the house of assembly 
will be in session: And whereas it is 
against public policy that said honor- 
able member's of the house of assembly 
of this province should be thus prevent- 
ed from attending to their legislative 
duties: And whereas it is impossible 
for' the honorable member for Bast Lil- 
looet to know, until said election petition 
is disposed of. .whether he was qualified 
to be a candidate at the election at 
which he was elected or not, and it is 
against public policy that in such a 
case the said constituency of East Lil- 
looef should be deprived of representation 
pending the decision of said election pe- 
tition: And whereas election petitions 
may still be filed against two honorable 
members of the said bouse: Therefore, 
Her Majesty, by and with the advice and 
onseut of the legislative assembly of the 
province of British Columbia, enacts us 
follows: 

"1. No election petition, shall be tried 
during the present sitting of the legis- 
lative assembly of this province, and all 
election petitions set down for. trial dur- 
inng the present sitting of said legisla- 
tive assembly shall be adjourned until 
a day at least, two weeks after tlic>r<>- 
rogation of the present session ot' said 
legislative assembly. 

"1>. Mr. .7. D. Prentice, who was . de- 
clared elected for the East. Riding) of 
Llllooet district at the last general vice-

monly early date of the 5th, and Mr.

Through delays to the steumer which 
could not have been anticipated, In? had 
been prevented from arriving for the 
opening, but would arrive on Friday ev- 
ening. In view of these circumstances, 
and of the fact that he had until lately 
been the finance minister of. the province, 
und therefore especially conversant with 
the details of its affairs, he hoped that 
the Premier with his usual- courtesy 
would withdraw the present resolution, 
and permit the consideration of the 
speech to stand over until Monday, when 
the loyal opposition would be found 
ready to co-orerate in pushing the busi- 
ness of the country without obstruction 
or delay. . 

Hon. Mr. Semlin, while disclaiming 
any desire to be discourteous, contended 
that Mr. Turner had bad ample notice 
of tin? date of meeting decided, it having 
been duly advertised for the required 
two months. Mr. Turner bud asked him 
that the meeting of the house be defer- 
red until the 2tRh January, and this he 
had declined to agree to: and he now 
thought that the time of the other mem- 
bers present was more to be considered 
than that of one absentee, and must 
again decline. Col. Baker had himself 
been in England at the time parliament 
was convened and Mr. Turner might 
therefore have got home as early as his 
colleague. 

Col Baker again urged his point, em- 
phasizing the fact that the precedent 
hud been to adjourn over until Monday 
from the opening Thursday, and that, 
had the custom not been departed from, 
there would have been no request for 
consideration. He could only regret the 
lack of courtesy indicated. 

The Premier's motion prevailed, and 
the motion for adjournment followed— 
until - o'clock Friday.

b'ELLING THE GREAT TREES Oh' OAL- 
FOttNIA. 

The chopper npproncnos the tree with a 
plumb-line; If the top docs not lean more 
than two feet In the ease of a large tree, 
or more than four feet In the case of a 
small one, he considers Hint he can full it 
la any direction he may desire. He then 
views the ground, anil selects the most 
promising "lay-out," and the undercut is 
made exactly facing it. Tin- "undercut" 
usually extends nbout one-l lilrd through, 
and then the tree Is sawed In from the 
hack to meet it. When the two cuts are 
within six Inches of meeting, the saw Is 
removed, and tin? tree Is wedged up until 
the top passes the centre of gravity, when it 
falls by Its own weight, easily breaking the 
strip of wood remaining. 

Where the surface of the ground Is such 
that It is necessary for the but and the top 
to strike tin- ground simultaneously, the 
Stump Is snubbed off at t he undercut, which 
provides a slanting surfnee, so Hint the 
butt hus no place to rest, and perforce 
slides to the ground. If the tree needs to 
lie rolled off to one side, half the undercut 
Is slanted, and n pile of chips Is placed on 
the lint surface or the other half: the result 
never falls to manifest the efllciiey of IIiIh 
device. Again, by leaving one Hide of the 
uncut wood between the undercut and the 
saw-cut. thicker tlinn the other, the tree 
may be drawn considerably awav from its 
natural eonrue.-AVm, Adam*, Iu the En- 
gineering Magazine for January.

Sir: "Honesty Is the best policy" Is n 
pet quotation with many u business man. 
To some It may mean much; to many it 
may mean nothing. The sentiment has 
been changed somewhat, and we hear the 
doctrine expressed, "It pays to be honest, 
ergo I am honest." While both, of these 
are true, yet the best ethical principles 
are to be found In the motto, "Ilonesty 
for honesty's sake," or "honest because it 
Is right to he honest." 

Thero are a few things which have 
lately come to my notice to which I wish 
to call the attention of the public by way 
of protest and warning. First— Two hotels 
at lenst In our city have published very 
'attractive cards, showlnu cuts of the build- 
ings which In both cases are misrepre- 
sentations, both being printed as buildings 
four stories high, when In reality they are 
only three. Some people may say thnt 
Is a very little matter, not worthy of public 
attention; but it is nueh n minor thine? 
These cards are distributed *o strangers 
on board the steamships coming Into our 
port, Every card so offered bears oh Its 
face a lie, and nothing less,- and such mis- 
representations are seldom unaccompanied 
by others. Ifoth or these hotels might have 
as well been represented to be twenty 
stories high. The difference between three 
and twenty and three and four may be 
considerable In figures, hut dishonesty as 
a matter of principle Is as great In the 
latter as In the former. 

Second— Some time ago a little souvenir 
hook of views of Victoria atructed my at- 
tention. On turning ovr-r the pages, Judge 
of my astonishment when I beheld, among 
the cuts of the principal churches, a view 
of Christ Church cathedral not at ail like 
the structure so well known to Vlctorlnns. 
1 do not know who Is responsible for the 
publishing the proposed new church build- 
ing as representing the present structure; 
but there it is, and someone Is responsible. 
It ( seems Incredible that that false cut 
should be Inserted unknowingly. 

Third— The attention of someone needs 
to be called to the fact that a very large 
amount of shale Is palmed ofT on the pub- 
lic 'ns coal. From experience In several 
places iu our Dominion the conclusion is 
forced apnn me that it would he Indeed 
difficult to find In any other place as 
much stone per ton as is sold By some deal- 
ers In Victoria for good coal. I da not 
assert Unit the coal Is so hud, or that the 
dealers are to blame. The -above has, 
however, been my experience this winter, 
and the dealers are the ones from whom 
we buy. It is evident that the consumer 
is the person who loses. If nil the coal (';» 
consumed In Victoria tills winter contained 
as much stone as sonio I have been using, 
the amount of loss In money to the coil; 
sumers would he a large sum. Someone 
at the mines Is most surely guilty of care- 
lessness, intentional or otherwise.

Land Tax Bill to Meet Recurring 
illicit Agitating the 
Mikado's Subjects.

Word Is also received of the condition 
of tltu Japanese treasury, and (if I he ef- 
forts which an; being made to retrieve the 
deficit by a new laud tax. Government 
ownership of railways appears by these 
advices lo be taking some definite shape, 
propositions being reported as pending 
looking to the early purchase by the gov- 
ernment of a complete Hue of road from 
one end of the island to the other. Hu- 
mor attaches to the efforts of a Chinese 
official, us appears from the aewBpapers, 
to create a corner on rice by shipping the 
local product out of the market iu which 
he desired to operate. A statement just 
published In the Japanese press gives the 
i Official census of the island for HSU" us 
43,22.8,883, with the male population 
slightly in the ascendancy. A surprising 
Incident is told of the gallantry of Prince 
Henry of Prussia. 

Japan appears to be somewhat ngltated 
over a new laud tax hill recently introduc- 
ed for the purpose of overcoming the 
annual deficit. Special loans have been re- 
quired to meet the deficit this year. Mar- 
quis Ito Is one of the advocates of the 
proposed measure,, while Count Okumu 
strenuously opposes It. The various politi- 
cal and commercial organizations uro lining 
themselves on different sides. 

The bill proposes a re-assessment of 
land values (except In the prefectures of 
Nllgnta, Mlyagl and Yamaguchl), and the 
assessment will thereby be Increased by 
150,000,000 yen. It is proposed to Increase 
the tax from 2<i to 4 per ceut. from Jan- 
uary 1. 

The Premier, In an address to the house, 
referred to the experiences of previous 
ministers io their attempts to deal with 
financial questions, and said these same 
questions were giving the present govern- 
ment great anxiety. 

At u conference of the commltte of th 
Liberal-Constitutional party it was decided 
to ask the government to make the tax on 
land 3,3 per cent., instead of 4. This would 
leave a deficiency of 0,000.000 yen, which, 
it was suggested, could he raised by In- 
creasing the taxes on tobacco and resi- 
dential land. 

Marquis ito, in an extended Interview; iu 
i-e Japan Times, speaks seriously of the 
Japanese financial situation, and adds 
apropos of the land tax 

"I think I should turn your ntentlon to 
the situation of the indemnity funds, ac- 
quainted as many of you undoubtedly are 
with It, for some of you till lately held 
important posts in the treasury. The gross 
amount received from China on account of 
the war : Indemnity, as compensation!! for 
tbcifctrocesston of-the Llaotung peninsula; 
and as Interest on the Indemnity instal- 
ments, aggregates 30-1.4SO.IXK) yen hi round 
figures, Of that amount 177.00,000 yen ap- 
proximately is set apart for certain fixed 
purposes, leaving a balance of 186,000,000 
yen approximately. But so many have 
been the calls made upon It that only a 
little remains behind on this account." 

The Marquis enumerated the various ap- 
propriations mnde from the foregoing sum, 
concluding that only a little over 25,000,000 
yen remains in cash on this account, 
against 02,000,000 yen approximately which 
Japan Is to pay abroad during the next 
fiscal year, thereby producing n deficit of 
over 2*1,700,000 yen. 

"That was why I stated," his c 
continued, "that If the opportunltl 
cuing the finances from the preseu 
situation fail to be grasped this year, no 
statesman would be able lo elaborate an 
effective remedial measure next year. 
Alive as I am to the emergency, I aril im- 
pelled to sincerely advise you to avail your- 
selves of the opportunity supplied by the 
present session, and to adopt a sr>unil 
financial programme. I should also -re- 
mind you at (his Juncture of the paralyzed 
state in which Japanese industry finds 
Itself at present, and tluit this Is also nn 
Important point thnt demands the attention 
of the legislature. " 

G VERNMENT OWN'KUSrilP. 
UovernrBfnt purchase of the railroads in 
Japan Is being urged, apparently with 
some sho-ir of success. A meeting of the 
Liberal-Constitutional members of the diet 
hns been held to consider u series of pro- 
posals In the matter, it Is proposed thnt 
the government within the next live years 
shall acquire the Nippon railway and the 
Sanyo railway, so that the state shall have 
the ownership of the main line of railway 
from north to south of the empire. The 
cost of these two lines Is set down al 100,- 
000,000 yen. The further proposal is made 
that the party shall prepare the liili and 
submit It to the diet. 

The Kohu Railway Company, according to 
the lllogo News, Is prepared to sell Its 
property to tho state if an adequate sum 
be offered, and It Is resolved to send, a 
reply to the minister of communications 
accordingly, 

Another governmental ownership move- 
ment Is the subsidizing of the water works 
at Kobe. The lllogo News says concern- 
ing tills that In addition to the :i00,t)00 yen 
already voted, the government proposes to 
subsidize the Kobe water works to the fur- 
ther extent of 680,000 yen, payable) In six 
yearly Installments from 1001. 

Hallways appear to be n lucrative prop- 
erty In the Sunflower Kingdom. The To- 
kyo Tramway Company, nt Its general 
meeting on the 10th ult, declared a divi- 
dend al the rate of 33 per cent, per an- 
num. It was decided to Increase the cap- 
ital to 5110,000 yen. 

NINGOHOWS ROUGH VOYAGE. 
The British steamer Nlngcbow, ('apt. W. 
H, Cross, which arrived at Yokohama on 
the 13tli ult., had a very stormy passage 
across the Pacific. The ship reports "Left 
Portland, Ore., on the 12th ult, having 
itrong gales and hurricane after leaving 
for the first fifteen days, washing away 
boats and damaging bulwarks and hatches 
and washing away all steam pipes around 
decks. Weather being so boisterous, the 
captain put Into Dutch Harbor, i'nalas- 
ka Islands, for more, coal. From there to 
port strong northwest to westerly winds 
with heavy, head sens. Arrived :)t Yoko 
hania on the -1:1th Inst."

PUBLIC OPINION VS. MURDER, 
A rather Interesting prosecution Is en- 
gaging the attention of the Tokyo local 
court, according lo the lllogo News of De- 
cember 12. The editor of the Jljl Sulmpo 
has been prosecuted for violating the press 
law by extending help to and sympathiz- 
ing with a criminal defendant undergoing 
trial. 

It appears that n few months ago a 
murderous, assault was committed by a 
woman upon a man who had broken his 
promise to marry her, and while the case 
against the woman was still sub jndlce, 
the Jiji referred to It In an article wherein 
the writer said lie would undertake to con- 
vert 1 public opinion, which was then 
-against; the woman. The article lauded the 
woman as faithful and courageous, and 
expressed the opinion that the citizens of 
Tokyo, would be pleased to see her ac- 
quitted. 

The JiJl being distinguished for its advo- 
cacy of the cause of women— i.e., their 
Improved status— the public prosecutor de- 
clared thnt the intention of tin- article 
was to aid and abet the woman. Five 
barristers were engaged for I lie defence, 
The absurdity of a paper of the Jlji's 
standing being guilty of the offense chnrg- 
er was commented upon, and It was 
urged that the obvious intention of the 
article was to cover far wider grounds, 
with a view lo tin- amendment of (he 
criminal law. which, it was urged, to loo 
severe. 

Moreover, mpiiuscl argued that the par- 
ticular article of the press law under 
which the prosecution had been taken did 
not cover such a case as the present, hut 
that the Idea of "helping and sympathiz- 
ing" implied pecuniary help. The further 
point was made that slneo in Japanese 
law there were no provisions relating lo 
"contempt of court," as In English law, 
counsel could not see that any wrong In 
the eyes of tin- law had been done by the 
paper's comments on the ease. The judg- 
ment in the case is awaited wiiii Interest 
hi press circles. 

TSAI TAOTAI'S "CORNER."

A "Wholesale Massacre Is Proposed in 
■ i India.

The monkey-slaughtering question has, It 
appears, assumed a serious aspect just now. 
It has caused considerable excitement 
among orthodox Hindoos not only In Orlssa 
and Bengal, but as fur as the news bus 
travelled, Wo earnestly warn the au- 
thorities ngalnst this Injudicious proposal 
of the Purl city fathers, lest the question 
should lend to some serious consequences. 
The religions feelings of orthodox Hindoos, 
who form the majority of India, cannot be 
trilled with In tills manner, and the lessons 
of the Benares riots should not lie thrown 
away. We are against this slaughter more 
for the maintenance of pence and order 
than for anything else. The massacre of 
the quiulrunianii Itself Is a far uglier nuis- 
ance than all the mischief committed by 
monkeys put together. It may be, bow- 
ever, that these so-called ancestors of hu- 
manity are giving a good deal of trouble 
at 1'url; but where do they not! Most of 
the principal scuts of Hindoo pilgrimage 
lire literally colonized with these restless 
brutes, but are they not tolerated from time 
Immemorial, ami has there ever been such 
a crusade against them't If It Is so difficult 
to put up with them any longer at i'uri 
cannot they be banished from the town 
nil her than killed'! 

There are villages in Bengal where these

The time mny have 
come for " the Intervention of Sir John 
Woodburn In settlement of this question of 
monkey slnughter at Purl." And surely the 
time bus come.

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The hearing of the charge against \V. 
II. Pennock of stealing a diamond ring 
valued at $00 from S. A. .Stoddart was 
continued before Magistrate Hall yes- 
terday. Fred Stoddart, the chief witness 
for the prosecution, who gave his evi- 
dence in chief on Wednesday, was sub- 
jected to a vigorous cross-examination 
and then Mr. Pennock" told his story, 
which is to the effect that he purchased 
the diamond from Fred Stoddart. Three 
more witnesses for the defence will be 
called this morning. 

The proceedings wore opened with 
Fred Stoddart, the complainant's son, 
on the stand. He was cross-examined 
by Mr. Belyea, who got him to tell of a 
number of incidents in his life since 
his arrival here sit years ago. He was 
first asked whether while in the employ 
of Messrs. Mason & Co., of Vancouver, 
he brought from San Francisco a lot of 
jewellery. This lie denied, but admitted 
that he had brought goods from Seattle 
for the firm and that he had not paid any 
duty on them. lie afterwards informed 
on Messrs. Mason it Co., because they 
owed him for salary and services ren- 
dered. 

Mr. Relyoa— As a matter of fact, you 
made a demand on Mason & Co. for 
money? 

Witness— That is about the amount of 

it. 

Continuing, the witness said that be 
bad been in the police court once for 
stealing but that be had not been arrest- 
ed on the occasion that he stole $2,100 
from his father's safe and hid it in the 
closet at the Xew York hotel. This was 
about eighteen months ago. He couhl 
not remember whether he offered to give 
the bartender half the amount if be 
went to the closet and got the money. 
While he was acquainted with the city 
detectives be could not swear that be 
had had anything 1o do with them in 
connection with the $2,100 robbery' or 
whether bo told them at the time that if 
opportunity offered he would steal ev- 
erything his father had. Mr. Pennock 
did not make the key, which bore a re- 
semblance to the one fitting his father's 
store, for him. The last time he was in 
bis father's store previous to the time 
the diamond ring was stolen was on 
I December 10. 

I Mr. Belyea — Where did you lind the 
ring when you took it? 

Witness— I did not: take it. The last 
time 1 saw it it was in Mr. l'onnoek's 
bands. 

When be went to work for Mr. Pen- 
nock, the witness continued, his father 
supplied him with tools. He did not 
have keys to his father's • store at that 
time. For • three months he did have 
the keys of the store every night and 
often took them to the postofllce. It 
was on one of these trips to the postof- 
fice that bo called in at Mr. Pennock's 
store and saw the accused making a key 
and comparing it to the one to his fath- 
er's store, remarked the resemblance. 
He did not know the combinations of 
his father's safes. 

Mr. Belyea— What did those figures 
that you put on Hie wall in Mr. Pen- 
nock's store mean? 

Witness — I did not put any figures on 
Mr. Pennock's wall. 

On December 12 witness snid he got 
50 cents or .?1 from Mr. Pennock and 
I about $10 between December 1 and 25. 
He did not know how much he owed 
Pennock but thought it was less than 
.$30. On December 27 be got 50 cents 
from him and had borrowed money con- 
tinuously from him for the pn.fct three 
years. It was on December 10 that he 
first found out that Pennock had the dia- 
mond ring and between that and Decem- 
ber 27 he got small sums of money from 
him. They were coming out of Dr. Hall's 
office when he asked Pennock for $50. 
That was a bona tide request for money 
although when be? told Pennock that he 
was prepared to leave the country he 
lied to him. 

Mr. Belyea— What did you mean to do 
with the $50? 

Witness— I knew that I would never 
get it. 

Mr. Belyea— But you wanted if ! 
Witness — No I did not. 
Mr. Belyea— You wanted the 50 cents'.' 
Witness— Yes. 

Mr. Belyea — Yon would sooner have 
it in small sums; il would go further?, 

Witness— L don't know that it would. 

Mr. Belyea— A iter Mr. Pennock had 
told ynii that, your father had lost, a ring 
you accused him of stealing It? 

Witness— No, I said 1 thought lie had 
taken it. 

.Mr. Belyea— There was no need of dis- 
cussing who look the ring. You knew 
that well enough? 

Witness— Yes there was. \ did no* 
wanl lo be blamed for taking it. 

Mr. Belyea— You had been blamed for 
stealing enough V 

Tile witness did not answer the hist 
question, but continuing said thai be told 
his father on December 25 Mint Pennojck 
had the ring. He was positive Pennojck 
had il, but his father would not beliijve 
it. 

.Mr. Belyen— After that you gof money 
from Pennock and finally asked him for 
.fob? 

Witness— Yes. 

Mr. Belyea — Yon intended to; skip? 
Witness— .No 1 did not intend to skill. 
1 was very anxious lo gel the diamond 
back. 1 did not: inform tin; police be- 
cause 1 was afraid Pennock would dis- 
pose ni' it. I gui the diamond back on 
December 20 and gave Pennock the doc- 
ument produced. On the third occasion 
when 1 went into Pennock's store, the 
accused told me to get. out; that: he 
I would not. have anything more to do 
with it and that I could do what I pleas- 
ed. I had previously threatened In tell 
my father. , I. refused to sign the docu- 
ment at -1 o'q|pi'k but did so live minutes 
later becaiish^iny father told nie lo do 
so. 1 was sreittly relieved when I got 
it: back as I lifnPlfcc'ii accused of stealing 
it. I once hMil v <}e'<( lings with a pawn- 
broker. I never 'prt^ieil •'< bicycle and 
will eh which my ■firther redeemed. 1 
sold. n watch which I purchased from my 
father, : > 

Mr. Belyea— Out of the„$2,10(l? But 
you' did not gel: much or" thill, did you? 
The closet; was a bad hiding place? 

Witness- My father got. that money 
buck in biilf an hour. i 
Mr. Belyea— You did not return it? 
Witness No, bill I intention to do so. 
Mr. Belyeo^Another ot ytfiffl j.ihilnu- 
thropio movements. Did you go i;o the 
American 5iotel about eighteen mlpntas 



or two years ago, order drinks for the 
crowd; throw a ring with a red stone in 
it on the counter in payment, the bar- 
tender saying it was good for two 
rounds, and you replied: "I have done up 
the old man and will rob him of every- 
thing he has"? 

Witness— I cannot remember. You 
will find out that that story comes from 
there being tvvins In the family. We 
look very much alike. When you men- 
tion the name of Meyer & Co., I know 
what you refer to. I Appraised some 
goods but <li«l not know to whom they 
belonged. I first shw the ring in ques- 
tion at Pennock's on December 14, 1 
did not see it at my father's on Decem- 
ber 10 or 12. The selling was of Tif- 
fany pattern and I could tell the stone 
by its cut, size and color. The style 
and weight of the stone were uncommon, 
I have seen similar ones in large estab- 
lishments but not in Victoria. I did not 
make the statement to Pennock in Dr. 
Hall's office "I have robbed the old man 
too much." 1 did not say to him "The 
old man suspects me of having taken the 
last ring." I did ask him whether he had 
taken the stone out of the ring. All I 
said to Pennock about wanting money 
to leave the country was untrue, and 
was not done for the purpose of recover- 
ing the diamond. I did it to see how 
far his friendship went for me. 

Mr. Belyea — Did you find out? 

The Witness— Yes. 

Mr. Belyea— At 4 o'clock on December 
24 — when Mr. Pennock ordered you out 
of the shop? 

Witness — No, before that. 

Mr. Belyea— 'fbe final test came then 
on December 24, when Mr. Pennock 
asked you to sign a document admitting 
that you had taken the ring? 

Witness— Yes. 

Mr. Belyea— At: 4 o'clock you refused 
to sign the document and at 4:05 you 
signed it? 

Witness— Yes, after gelling instruc- 
tions from my father. He told me to 
sign the document even if there were 
seven devils on top of it. It. was of 
no importance to me; lo recover the dia- 
mond. 

Re-examined by Mr. Peters— I have 
not had the keys of my father's shop 
since November. When I went back to 
my father on December 24 and told him 
that Mr. Pennock wanted me to sign a 
document incriminating myself, he call- 
ed a witness and before him father told 
me to sign any paper and I went back 
and signed it. 

To the Court— It was early in the year 
that I saw Pennock making a key which 
was very similar to the one which fitted 
my father's store. 

To Mr. Peters— What 1 said to Pen- 
nock in Dr. Hall's office was that I had 
wronged the old man too much, not rub- 
bed him. 

Mr. Belyea— What did you mean by 
that? 

Witness— He had been put to great, ex- 
pense through my drinking habits and 
staying away from work. I did not refer 
to the $2,100; that was a long while 
ago. 

This concluded the case for the prose- 
cution and Mr. Belyea asked that the 
witness Fred Stoddart. be bound over 
and give sureties to appear at the trial. 
II" he was telling the truth he was a 
very necessary witness for the prosecu- 
tion and if not be should be here any- 
how. 

Magistrate Hall did not think he could 
do that and the witness was bound over 
in the usual way. 

Mr. Peters asked that the goods taken 
from Mr. Pennock— that is, the alleged 
stolen goods, exclusive of the diamond, 
that he was charged with having in his 
possession— be returned to him. The 
goods were such as could not be identi- 
fied. 

Mr. Belyea— Then dismiss the second 
information. 

Mr. Peters— No; you can take them 
or leave them. 

After receiving instructions from Mr. 
Stoddart, Mr. Peters said he \v.u\ just 
been informed that the firm from whom 
the goods had been purchased bad been 
written to and asked if Mr. Pennock 
bud bought similar articles, but an an- 
swer had not yet been received. 

Mr. Belyea — It is not the intention of 
the act to allow a man to get a search 
warrant for goods, and after he has got 
them, go fishing for information as to 
whether they are the right goods. 

The goods were returned to Mr. Pen- 
nock, and the hearing was adjourned for 
an hour for lunch. 

After recess .Mr. Belyea asked thai the 
ease be dismissed. There was no evi- 
dence that the accused had stolen the 
ring, and the only evidence as to it being 
in his possession was that given by 
Fred. Stoddart. It was a question 
whether, in view of the testimony he 

had giv In- was worthy of belief at 

all. 

Mr. Peters contended that. Fred. Slod- 
dart's evidence in itself was sufficient, 
Inn in addition to this there was the 
document that Pennock had got Fred. 
Stoddart to sign, which showed that 
Pennock had had the diamond in his 
possession. 

Magistrate Hall. — 'flic onus falls on 
tin- accused to do more than make a 
formal motion for dismissal. 

Mr. Belyen — As much credence should 
hi: placed in the statements in the docu- 
ment as in Fred. Stodllart's evidence. 
In tin' document he says he stole the 
ring and snid it in Pennock. 

Magistrate I lull — 'flic witness now de- 
nies the truth of the document. I can- 
not dismiss the case :il Ihis slage. 

Mr. Belyea then called I lie accused, 
who said he bed known Fred. Stoddart 
for two years and the father for live 
years. Fred, had worked for him. his 
I'ul her claiming that he was such a 
drunk that hi 1 had to turn him out, and 
offering lo supply him with tools if ac- 
cused would employ him. He did so, 
and since then be had lent him small 
sums of money. On December 14 Fred, 
called at his store with an unset dlil- 

in I, offering to sell il. At the time 

Fred, owed him $13. He cancelled the 
debt, gave Fred. $12 in cash, and ex- 
pected to give him $25 more, nil hough 
the price was not fixed at I be lime. 
Fred, said he got. the diamond from a 
man in a saloon. This was before Mr. 
Stoddart had told him of the loss of the 
diamond ring. When lie did tell him 
lie . did not connect: the two. What 
Fred, said about seeing the ring in wit- 
hem' store was all untrue. 

Regarding the episode in Dr. Hall's 
office, Mr. Pennock said: " Fred, waul- 
ed lo go to work for me. and was con- 
tinually in the store. He came in that 
evening and said he had a proposition to 
lay before me, and asked me In go to 
Dr. Hall's office. I said we could talk 
il over in the store anil he consented, 
but it few minutes Inter said: '1 have 
left the papers in Dr. Hall's office.' I 
\veuf willi him without any reluctance. 
As soon as we reached Hie office, he 
snid: 'Have you got the diamond yet?' 
I evaded the question, but my suspicions 
were aroused. I tried the doors, be- 
cause 1 felt that there was something 
wrong, and because Fred, acted so 
queerly. At the time 1 considered him 
crazy from drink, ami evaded bis ques- 
tions and got:, out as soon as possible, 
lie usked me for $511, and I answered 
thai. I could not il fiord it, but would give 
b It'n $25, as I considered thai l owed him 
thai much for the diamond. He said 
$25 would not do. bin. that. 1 might 



work a scheme to get the other $75 out 
of the old man. We then left the of- 
fice." 

Continuing, Mr. Pennock said Fred, 
came to the store next morning and 
asked whether witness still had the dia- 
mond. He put him off. When he 
came in the second time he said if lie 
could get the diamond back lie could fix 
things with the old man and get: back 
into the shop. Fred, snid that his 
father knew that he had taken the dia- 
mond, that he had caught Pennock in a 
trap and could ruin him. That there 
bad been two men in Dr. Hall's office, 
and that they could prove that he (Pen- 
nock) had the diamond. Fred, returned 
at 4 o'clock, and in the meantime be had 
drawn up the document produced to 
clear himself and at the same time 
screen Fred. Fred, refused to sign the 
document, and he then told him to "go 
plumb," and tell his father what he 
pleased; he would not get. the stone 
until he signed the document. Fred, 
went out, and five minutes later re- 
turned and agreed to sign the document, 
and witness gave him the stone. The 
statements in his knowledge in the docu- 
ment were true. He simply knew 
nothing at ail about the key Fred, said 
he had seen him milking. Il: was a 
pure invention. He knew nothing 
about figures on his wall, and knew 
nothing about the combination of Stod- 
dart's safes. Diamonds of the kind in 
question are quite common; it was im- 
possible to distinguish perfect diamonds 
of the same size and class. In Dr. 
Hall's office lie did not think Fred, had 
asked him if he had removed the dia- 
mond from the ring. He could not say 
whether Fred, had said he had "robbed" 
or "wronged" the old man too much. 
Fred, might have used that expression 
in the store the morning afterwards, 
'fbe first time Fred, spoke of the fact 
that he knew that his father had lost 
u diamond was when be threatened to 
"fix" witness. He said that his father 
blamed him for taking the ring and if he 
could get the diamond back he could 
square himself with his father. Wit- 
ness had a lot of diamonds sent from 
the Fast on approval, and he took them 
to Stoddart and offered him sonic on 
approval. lie had sold very few, and 
if he could sell some to Stoddart it would 
look better with the Eastern firm. 
When Stoddart had told him of bis loss 
he did not say that he knew the diamond 
very well. He did tell him that he be- 
lieved Fred, had taken the ring from 
the case the evening before, when he 
was absent. Fred, had never told him 
that he had stolen the ring, but he took 
it for granted that he had. 

To Mr. Peters— When 1 bought the 
diamond from Fred, he was not drunk. 
He was certainly hard up and had been 
borrowing from inc. 1 did not suspect 
anything at the time Fred, offered me 
the diamond. He owed me $13; I 
gave him $12, and intended to give him 
$25 more. 

Mr. Peters asked the witness how. if 
the diamond was out of the setting 
when he bought it. he could have any 
doubt about the alleged question asked 
by Fred, in Dr. Ernest Hall's office, as 
to whether the stone was still in the set- 

"tuC witness said he did not think the 
question was asked. 

When he said, after being told of the 
loss of the ring in question, that \\v now 
believed that Fred, bad taken the other 
articles, he was led to believe that, as 
Mr. Stoddart had said that Fred, had a 
duplicate key. It was not until the 
morning that Fred, threatened him that 
he knew the diamond was the stolen one. 
He did not go to Mr. Stoddart, because he 
knew he would not. treat the matter like 
any other man. It was with the object 
of shielding himself and Fivd. that he 
did not inform the police. He would 
give Fred. $25 at any time. He had 
supplied him with liquor when he was 
working for him, as he would come in 
after being on a spree and say that he 
would have to have some to straighten 
up on. Fred, did not. say in Dr. Hall's 
office, " Have you got that last ring 
vet?" but he did say, "Have you got 
that diamond yet?" He told Fred, it 
was out on approval, to put him off, as 
he had suspicions and wanted to see how- 
it would come out. He fold him that 
he had sold the diamond, to further put 
him off. The diamond he offered for 
sale at $85. He bought goods brought 
to bis store without making inquiries. 

Mr. Peters— You instructed your coun- 
sel to ask Fred. Stoddart about a smug- 
gling case. You were connected with 
a smuggling case to the tunc of $15,000. 

Mr. Pennock— Oh, well! 

Mr. Belyea .said he hud three more 
witnesses to call, so the case was ad- 
journed until 10 this morning.
